Catie Miller's parents, 
friends speak about 
missing Dartmouth 
woman during 
candlelight vigil

The mother of a missing 
Dartmouth woman spoke 
through her tears to a large 
crowd in Halifax’s Grand Pa¬ 
rade, a paper shaking in her 
hand as lights around the 
courtyard came on in the 
gathering dusk. 

“Everything has lost its 
colour since she is not here. 
I miss my daughter ... I feel 
like I am nothing without 
her,” said Terry Miller Tues¬ 
day night. 

“Dear God, just bring 
her home safe,” she said be¬ 
fore walking off the stage, a 
friend’s arm around her. 

Catherine (Catie) Miller, 
29, has been missing for 
nearly a month. She was last 
heard from on July 15 when 
she texted from her Dart¬ 
mouth apartment and called 
a cab. Police say they do not 
suspect foul play. 

The crowd of hundreds 
wore glow sticks around 
their wrists, held candles 
and sung On Eagle’s Wings 
and Amazing Grace while 
Terry and one of Catie’s 
friends shared stories. 

She was a generous per¬ 
son who loved sushi, rap 
music and baking. She was

passionate about social jus¬ 
tice issues as well as being an 
electrician, her mother said. 

John Miller, Catie’s 
father, said police recently 
recovered a cellphone in 
Dartmouth connected to her 
disappearance and is hoping 
this could move the case for¬ 
ward, although it adds “addi¬ 
tional concern” if it is hers. 

He said the vigil was a 
way to find solace in prayers 
and song, as well as keeping 
Catie’s case in the public eye 


so more people come for¬ 
ward with information. 

John said he recently saw 
Catie’s three-year-old son, 
Oliver, who is “bright” and 
happy, but wondered wheth¬ 


er Oliver would ever see his 
mother again. 

“That’s a very, very tough 
thought to have going 
through your head,” John 
said quietly before the vigil. 


Rev. Ida Armstrong- 
Whitehouse led the crowd 
in prayer and reflection, 
speaking about the import¬ 
ance of supporting Catie’s 
family through their time of 
uncertainty and the “storm 
of life.” 

“We support you, Miller 
family,” the crowd chorused 
at the end of the vigil, be¬ 
fore many stepped forward 
to hug John and Terry, or left 
candles among the picture 
frames of Catie.

Two Saint Maiy’s University 
students are maldng it a little 
easier to show some kindness 
around Halifax. 

Dylan Smibert and Blaine 
Mackie, two industrial organ¬ 
izational psychology master’s 
students behind the new Altru¬ 
istic Current group, are host¬ 
ing a Cash Hunt this Saturday, 
where anyone can sign up to 
search for cards hidden around 
the city that equal $20, $50 or 
$100 bills when claimed. 

There’s just one condition: 
Use part of your newfound cash 
for a random act of kindness. 

“We say the act is more valu¬ 
able than the reward, so we’re 


providing people the opportun¬ 
ity to do something nice,” Smi¬ 
bert said Tuesday. 

Mackie, 23, said the event 
is the first of many monthly 
projects, such as bills folded in 
origami shapes and dropped 
around Halifax to promote 
the pay-it-forward mentality, 
shown by buying a stranger cof¬ 
fee or donating to a charity. 

The hunt starts at 9 a.m., 
and participants can follow Al¬ 
truistic Current on Facebook 
and Twitter for clues about 
each of the eight card sites lo¬ 
cated within a seven-kilometre 
area between Robie, South and 
Cunard streets. 

Smibert, 27, said $300 
is available for the day, and 
though he donated most of the 


cash himself, $100 was raised 
through crowdfunding online.

“In my life I’ve always been 
looking at self-centred goals.

Some might call it a miracle. 
Others might call it luck. 

However one chooses to 
view what happened to a Sum- 
merside, P.E.I., family on their 
Cape Breton vacation last week¬ 
end, the stoiy is simply amaz¬ 
ing. 

Summerside lawyer Jeffeiy 
Cormier, his wife Jessica and 
their three children were stay¬ 
ing at a summer tourist home 
in South Harbour on the Cabot 
Trail when it was struck by 
hghtning. 

What they did not know at 
that moment was that in an¬ 
other room of the house where 
their one-year-old son, Jaxen,

was asleep in his playpen, 
hghtning had wreaked havoc 
but miraculously left Jaxen un¬ 
harmed. 

The electrical energy from 
the lightning that struck the 
house knocked a telephone 
off of its base, fried a power 
bar and obliterated an Inter¬ 
net router, sending pieces of 
metal and plastic flying into 


the child’s playpen but missing 
him completely. 

Jessica Cormier said the 
hghtning that struck the house 
was fohowed by a large clap of 
thunder. 

Believing Jaxen would likely 
wake from his sleep, she went 
to his room. 

What she found when she 
opened the door was frighten¬ 
ing. 

“I went in to check on him, 
thinking he might be awake 
now,” Cormier said. ‘When I 
opened the door, the room was 
full of smoke and I could smeh 
burning plastic. I quickly ran to 
the playpen, scooped him up 


and ran out of the room, yelling 
at other people to get out, that 
there was a fire.” 

They quickly checked Jaxen 
over to see if he was OK and 
he was. In fact, he had slept 
through the whole ordeal. 

When she went back into 
the house some time later to 
check things out, what Cormier 
saw was hard to believe. 

There were two good-sized 
holes in Jaxen’s playpen, where 
it is believed the lightning hit 
the playpen. 

Scattered inside the playpen 
were pieces of plastic and metal 
fragments from the router.

Police are looking for new in¬ 
formation in the disappearance 
of Kimberly Ann McAndrew, 25 
years after she was last seen. 

McAndrew, 19, left the Can¬ 
adian Tire on Quinpool Road 
where she worked as a cashier 
on Aug. 12, 1989, around 4:20 
p.m. Police say there were un¬ 
confirmed reports she was last 
seen at the Gardenia Flower 
Shop in Dartmouth’s Penhom 
Mall, where an employee at the 
shop said McAndrew bought a 
balloon and a rose.

Gun crime dropping 


Targeting firearms. 

Halifax police credit 
community input, new 
specialized response 
units and intelligence- 
based analysis 


Police figures suggest that the 
Halifax Regional Police chief 
was correct when he asserted 
earlier this year that gun crime 
is on the decline in Halifax. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Const. Pierre Bourdages said 
Tuesday there have been 16 
confirmed shootings in HRM 
this year, with another two 
under investigation. 

At this time last year, there 


were 27 confirmed shootings 
with two under investigation. 

“We are putting pressure 
on the criminal element and 
we’re following up with all the 
details and every lead we have 
about people being armed with 
guns,” said Bourdages. 

In April, Statistics Canada 
released a report suggesting 
that — based on 2012 figures 
— Halifax had the highest 
number of firearm-related vio¬ 
lent incidents in Canada, with 
41 per 100,000 population. 

A firearm-related violent 
incident refers to any crime 
in which any firearm is used, 
whether it’s a pellet gun or 
sawed-off shotgun. 

HRP Chief Jean-Michel Blais 
said at the time of the report’s 
release that gun-related crimes

and homicides have fallen 
steadily in Halifax since 2012, 
while the number of guns 
seized by police has climbed. 

He cited both the success of 
the specialized Guns and Gangs 
unit, formed in 2011, and 
community-based programs 
that have resulted in more 
family members intervening 
when young men start canying 
weapons. 


Bourdages said the predict¬ 
ive Comstat model of analysis 
has also helped members of 
both Guns and Gangs and the 
Quick Response Units get guns 
off the streets. 

“We are actively involved in 
curbing the cycle of violence,” 
he said. “Where we have infor¬ 
mation about firearms being in 
the community, we act on the 
information and it has often led 
to a search warrant being exe¬ 
cuted and a weapon recovered.” 

Of the 16 confirmed shoot¬ 
ings this year, nine were acts of 
intentional violence directed at 
another person, compared to 
23 of 27 in 2013. 

“The vast majority are 
people involved in the criminal 
element,” said Bourdages.

Screen legend Bacall dead at 89 


1924-2014. Star of 
stage and screen, and 
Humphrey Bogart's 
partner on and off the 
screen, was among the 
last of the old-school 
Hollywood stars 


Lauren Bacall, the slinky, sul- 
tiy-voiced actress who created 
on-screen magic with Hum¬ 
phrey Bogart in To Have and 
Have Not and The Big Sleep 
and off-screen magic in one 
of Hollywood’s most storied 
marriages, died Tuesday at 
age 89. 

Bacall, whose long career 
brought two Tonys and a spe¬ 
cial Oscar, died in New York. 
The managing partner of the 
Humphrey Bogart Estate, 
Robbert J.F. de Klerk, said that 
Bacall died at home, but de¬ 
clined to give further details. 
Bacall’s son Stephen Bogart 
confirmed his mother’s death 
to de Klerk. 


Life lessons 


She was among the last of 
the old-fashioned Hollywood 
stars and her legend, and the 
legend of “Bogie and Bacall” 
— the hard-boiled couple who 
could fight and make up with 
the best of them — started 
almost from the moment she 
appeared on screen. 

A fashion model and bit- 
part New York actress before 
moving to Hollywood at 19, 
Bacall achieved immediate 
fame in 1944 with one scene 
in her first film, To Have and 
Have Not. 

Leaving Bogart’s hotel 
room, she murmured: “You 
don’t have to say anything, 
and you don’t have to do any¬ 
thing. Not a thing. Oh, maybe 
just whistle. You know how to 
whistle, don’t you, Steve? You 
just put your lips together 
and blow.” 

She was less than half Bo¬ 
gart’s age, yet as wise and as 
jaded as him. Her sly glance, 
with chin down and eyes 
raised, added to her fame; she 
was nicknamed “The Look.” 
Bogart and Bacall married 
amid headlines in 1945, and 


they co-starred in three more 
films, The Big Sleep (1946), 
Dark Passage (1947) and Key 
Largo (1948). Their marriage 
lasted until Bogart’s death 
from cancer in 1957. 

She appeared in movies for 
more than a half-century, but 
not until 1996 did she receive 
an Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion — as supporting actress 
for The Mirror Has Two Faces. 
She lost to Juliette Binoche. 

She finally got a statuette 
in November 2009 when she 
was presented with a special 
Oscar at the movie academy’s 
new Governors Awards gala. 

“The thought when I get 
home that I’m going to have 
a two-legged man in my room 
is so exciting,” she quipped. 

When her movie career 
faded, Bacall returned to the 
theatre. She starred in the hit 
comedy Cactus Flower and 
stepped lively in Applause, a 
musical version of the clas¬ 
sic movie All About Eve that 
brought her first Tony in 
1970. 

She got the second Tony in 
1981 for Woman of the Year, 
based on a film that starred 
her idol, Katharine Hepburn. 
She enjoyed another triumph 
in London with Sweet Bird of 
Youth in 1985. 

When the American Film 
Institute compiled its list of 
screen legends in 1999, Bacall 
ranked No. 20 on the roster 
of 25 actresses. Bogart topped 
the list of actors.

Authorities detailed Robin 
Williams’ final moments 
Tuesday, saying the actor and 
comedian hanged himself 
with a belt in his San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area home. 

Marin County Sheriff’s Lt. 
Keith Boyd said Williams was 
last seen alive by his wife 
Sunday night when she went 
to bed. She woke up the next 
morning and left, thinking 
he was still asleep. 

Shortly after that, Wil¬ 
liams’ personal assistant 
came to the home and be¬ 
came concerned when Wil¬ 
liams failed to respond to 
knocks at a door. The assist¬ 
ant found the 63-year-old ac¬ 
tor dead in a bedroom and 
called police. 

Boyd said all evidence 
indicates Williams took his 
own life. But he said a final 
ruling will be made once 
toxicology reports and inter¬ 
views with witnesses are 


complete. 

The condition of the body 
indicated Williams had been 
dead for at least several 
hours, Boyd said. Williams 
also had superficial cuts on 
his wrist, and a pocketknife 


was found nearby. 

Williams had been seek¬ 
ing treatment for depres¬ 
sion, Boyd said. He would not 
say whether the actor left a 
suicide note.

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‘Prince of Pot' back home 


Marc Emery. Despite

Canada’s self-styled “Prince 
of Pot” returned to a raucous 
welcome from supporters in 
Windsor, Ont., Tuesday after 
serving his U.S. sentence for 
selling marijuana seeds, vow¬ 
ing to continue his activism 
even if it means more arrests. 

Loud cheers and large 
clouds of pot smoke arose as 
Marc Emeiy, 56, arrived in 
the border city after complet¬ 
ing his five-year sentence for 
selling marijuana seeds from 
Canada to American custom¬ 
ers. 

Emery hugged his wife, 
Jodie Emeiy, who wants to 
run in next year’s federal elec¬ 
tion for the Liberals — Lead¬ 
er Justin Trudeau supports 
legalizing marijuana — then 
launched into a long, pro- 
Liberal speech peppered with 


prison anecdotes. 

“I do believe that they are 
sincere that they will legalize 
marijuana,” Emery said. 

“I know it’s the most un¬ 
cool thing in the world to 
have to say, especially to 
young people, that voting is 
the answer, but it is. It abso¬ 
lutely is.” 

Legalization of marijuana, 
which Emery said should in¬ 
clude expunging the record 
of eveiyone ever convicted of 
a related offence, is the only 
issue in the next election that 
can have a profound impact 
on Canadians’ lives, he said. 

“Critics say, ‘Well, Can¬ 
adians are interested in far 
more important things,”’ 
Emeiy said. “I say, ‘What? 
What are you interested in? 
The economy? The environ¬ 
ment? Health care? You can’t 
do anything about that by vot¬ 
ing. No vote’s going to change 
that.’ 

“If we can get this Liberal 
majority government next 
year we’ll never need to go to 
the polls to make marijuana 
legal ever again,” he said.

Skip food to pay taxes? 


A new study says the average 
Canadian family is spending 
more on taxes than on food, 
shelter and clothing com¬ 
bined. 

The Fraser Institute study 
says that in 2013, the aver¬ 
age Canadian family earned 
$77,381 and paid $32,369 in 
total taxes — or 41.8 per cent 
of income — compared with 
36.1 per cent for food, shelter 
and clothing combined. 

By comparison, in 1961 
the average family earned 
about $5,000 and spent 56.5 
per cent of its income on

The Fraser Institute says that since 1961, 
the average Canadian family’s total tax 
bill has increased by 1,832 per cent, mov¬ 
ing past increases in shelter costs (1,375 
per cent), clothing (620 per cent) and food 
(546 per cent).

Gooooooooood Morning Vietnam! 

He spoke to me as the raving, brilliant, prepos¬ 
terous standup comedian who, with Craig Fergus¬ 
on as his accomplice, could spend 12 minutes 
wringing all the comic possibilities out of the 
word “chlamydia.” 

Even better, he could make golf funny in ways 
Bob Hope never imagined. 

He spoke to me as the virtuoso genie from 
Aladdin, the high-water mark of Disney anima¬ 
tion. 

Most of all, regardless of the role, he spoke the truth. No one 
was more subversive than Robin Williams because he was im¬ 
mune to censorship. 


He was too funny. He made the censors laugh. 

He couldn’t help himself. He’d turn up on one of those cookie- 
cutter late-night talk shows where everyone is all glib charm, and 
turn his guest spot, sandwiched between commercials, into a 
tour de force of the truth. Whatever the topic—sex, acting, ad¬ 
diction (especially his own)—he made it real. And very funny. 

He couldn’t help himself: No one could stop him, so he 
stopped himself. So in the wake of the most glorious noise, the si¬ 
lence is deafening. 

Except for this: a scene from the 1989 movie Dead Poets Soci¬ 
ety, where Williams is John Keating, an idealistic young teacher 
who brings the truth of poetry to young men at an uptight board¬ 
ing school. Keats is quoting Whitman: “Oh me! Oh life! Of the 
questions of these recurring. Of the endless trains of the faithless, 
of cities fill’d with the foolish. What good amid these, O me, O 
life? Answer. That you are here—that life exists and identity. 
That the powerful play goes on, and you may contribute a verse. 

“What will your verse be?” 

Thank you, Robin, for asking the question, even if the answer 
escaped your grasp.

Shazbot. Remembering 
the wildly funny and 
outsized talent of Robin 
Williams who has us all 
standing on our desks 



The first time I saw Robin Wil¬ 
liams was on 90 Minutes Live 
with Peter Gzowski, a Canadian 
late-night talk show that aired 
from 1976 to 1978. Thirty five 
years later I can still remember 
the frantic burst of energy that 
emanated from my television 
late that Friday night. 

Gzowski grinned as the 
comic careened through their 
chat, jumping from joke to 
joke, impression to impres¬ 
sion, including Williams’s 
take on the world’s most in¬ 
telligent child. “I find most 
adults veiy banal, but I’ll talk 
to you, anyway.” 

“Where did you get that 
character from?” Gzowski 
asked, “Was it based on any¬ 
one?” 

“Me, basically. As a kid.” 

“Were you brilliant as a 
child?” 


“Yes, and as a young man, 
too,” replied the impish 
27-year-old. 

The standup comedians I 
had seen on television wore 
suits and told one-liners. This 
was stream of consciousness, 
a wild look at a comedic mind 
that didn’t work the way I was 
accustomed to them working. 
For six minutes it felt like an 
alien had taken control of my 
TV, a life force like I had never 
seen before. 

Appropriately enough, 
soon afterward he appeared 
as Morlc, the E.T. from Orlc, 
on Happy Days and his career 
was officially launched. 

For the next 35 years, Wil¬ 
liams was a constant on our 
screens, big and small. His 
first starring role in a movie, 
1980’s Popeye, was met with 
critical scorn and weak box 
office, but Roger Ebert had 
praise for the star, calling Wil¬ 
liam’s “perpetual squint and 
lopsided smile” completely 
convincing. 

Moving from strength to 
strength he embarked on a 
remarkable run of films, earn¬ 
ing the first of three Best Ac¬ 
tor Oscar nods for Good Mor¬ 
ning, Vietnam and winning 
an Academy Award for his 
work as an empathetic ther¬ 
apist in Good Will Hunting. 
A handful of Golden Globes

celebrated his work in Good 
Morning, Vietnam, The Fisher

Atlantic City: Not just for gamblers anymore 


City tries to woo gay 
tourists 


As the New Jersey resort town of Atlan¬ 
tic City struggles to find a new identity 
and new sources of revenue, the city 
is once again wooing gay tourists with 
vigour. 

Atlantic City is planning a series of 
events to attract gay tourists, who are 
becoming an increasingly important 
part of the resort’s growth strategy. 

“Atlantic City had its heyday with 
the gay population on New York Av¬ 
enue,” said the city’s openly gay mayor 
Don Guardian earlier this year. “This 
is where you came when you wanted 
to have a good time. Straight people 
came to these places, too, because they 
wanted to party and dance in the hot¬ 
test clubs.” 

But when casino gambling began in 
1978, soaring land prices pushed out 
many small gay-owned and gay-friendly 
businesses. 

Events aimed at the gay community 
this year include the StandOUT Expo, a 
networking event in September for the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transsexual 
community, and the Miss’d America 
Pageant, a drag spoof of the famous 
pageant, also in September. The mayor 
also dedicated a gay-friendly beach in 
Atlantic City at Park Place near Bally’s, 
but says the entire city is gay-friendly.

Family-friendly options range from minigolf and paintball to 
the Atlantic City Aquarium. But a long-time local favourite is 
Steel Pier, an amusement park that juts into the ocean from 
the boardwalk and has more than 25 extreme rides. Opened in 
1898, the park is undergoing a $ioo-million makeover. 


Beyond casinos. 

Luring players to the 
town's links is all part 
of a $ 30 -million plan 
to showcase all this 
destination has to offer 



Atlantic City is doubling down 
on golf. 

Back when casinos along 
the famous Boardwalk were 
booming, the 20 public courses 
on this stretch of the south 
New Jersey coast went almost 
unnoticed. But the recession 
and stiff competition from doz¬ 
ens of new casinos throughout 
the U.S. northeast have slashed 
revenues and changed the city’s 
tourism focus. 

Golf and other non-gaming 
attractions such as shopping, 
dining, concerts and amuse¬ 
ment parks are being heavily 
promoted as part of a $30-mil- 


lion ‘DO AC’ campaign. 

The game’s local roots date 
to the 1887 opening of the At¬ 
lantic City Country Club, which 
still ranks as the area’s mar¬ 
quee course. Native grasses and 
tidal marshes define a classic 
layout originally designed by 
Willie Park Jr., the British Open 
champion in 1887 and 1889. 

Six USGA championships 
have been played here, but the 
club’s real claim to fame is as 


the birthplace of the golf term 
“birdie” in 1903. Frequent ce¬ 
lebrity visitors have included 
Bob Hope, boxing champion 
Joe Louis and Arnold Palmer, 
who made it his home course 
while serving nearby in the 
Coast Guard in the 1950s. 

Other top layouts within 
an easy drive of Atlantic City 
include Twisted Dime Golf 
Club, Shore Gate Goff Club, Mc¬ 
Cullough’s Emerald Golf Links, 


Harbor Pines Goff Club, Sand 
Barrens Goff Club, Running 
Deer Goff Club and Blue Heron 
Pines Goff Club. 

At the Vineyards, golfers 
play through the grounds of 
Renault Winery, established in 
1864 and one of the oldest win¬ 
eries in the United States. 

And the fairways of Seaview 
Goff Resort’s venerable Bay 
Course — the host of the LPGA 
Tour’s ShopRite Classic and 


where Sam Snead famously 
won the 1942 PGA Champion¬ 
ship — offer views across Reeds 
Bay of the casino towers of a 
city in transition. 

New Jersey Governor Chris 
Christie has made revitaliz¬ 
ing Atlantic City a key prior¬ 
ity of his administration. New 
parks, art installations and 
landscaping have been added 
throughout the downtown 
area, and the Boardwalk has 
been cleaned up and opened 
up by the casinos, some of 
which once tried to restrict 
access to the waterfront to 
keep customers inside. 

Opened in 2012, the splashy 
highrise Revel Casino Hotel has 
dramatically altered the Atlan¬ 
tic City skyline. The $2.4-billion 
resort is home to a Las Vegas- 
style concert space featuring 
headliners such as Dionne War¬ 


wick, the Barenalced Ladies and 
Natalie Cole. 

Gaming industry giant Gold¬ 
en Nugget Inc. has taken over 
management of the former 
Trump Marina Hotel Casino, 
pouring $150 million into reno¬ 
vations. And Caesars Entertain¬ 
ment Corp. is investing $150 
million in a meeting and con¬ 
ference facility at its Harrah’s 
Atlantic City location. 

But perhaps the best news 
— apart from the new focus 
on golf, of course — was the 
return last September of the 
Miss America pageant after six 
years in archrival Las Vegas. 
The pageant, a local institution 
since 1920, is regarded as an im¬ 
portant showcase for the recent 
civic improvements. 

The odds on Atlantic City’s 
recoveiy are looking better all 
the time.

Social media is a field with a 
lot to offer a recent grad or 
new professional.. 

While you may already 
have extensive skills using 
different social media plat¬ 
forms in your personal life, 
don’t assume you can do well 
in an interview just by show¬ 
ing up. 

Every organization has 
different goals and expecta¬ 
tions of their social media 
presence, so it’s impossible 
to predict exactly what kinds 
of questions you’ll encounter 
in an interview. 

However, there are a num¬ 
ber of common topics that 
are almost certain to come 
up when you’re interviewing 
for a role that involves social 
media. Planning to discuss 
these areas of your experi¬ 
ence is a great way to get 
your interview prep started. 

Your experience with 
different platforms 

To be the in-house expert 
on social media, you’ll need 
to demonstrate extensive 
knowledge of common plat¬ 
forms — and the skills to 
pick up new ones as needed. 

Interviewers will often 


ask questions that pertain 
specifically to one platform 
or another, even posing 
specific scenarios related to 
social media use. 

Personal use of social 
media is very different from 
business social media use.

Your understanding of

Providing concrete results 
matters in every role, and 
social media is no exception. 


To show an employer that 
you’re equipped for the job, 
you’ll need to demonstrate 
that you know how to meas¬ 
ure results, use different 
metrics to draw conclusions 
and make recommendations 
based on data. 

When you discuss a specif¬ 
ic situation, project or cam¬ 
paign that you handled in 
the past, don’t just describe 
your ideas or how entertain¬ 
ing they were — highlight 
how you used data to guide 
your decisions and measure 
your success. 

In your personal life, you 
probably don’t use data to 
guide your social media use. 
In the professional world, 


understanding the numbers 
will back up that you know 
what you’re doing. 

Tip: Bring examples of cam¬ 
paigns or posts you have 
published in the past and the 
results they garnered (make 
sure to have some kind of 
comparison or benchmark). 

Your writing skills 

Some interviewers will ask 
you to complete an onsite 
writing test, or request a 
writing sample as part of the 
screening process. 

The ability to function 
under pressure is a key social 
media skill, so you’ll need to 
be ready to produce polished 
work on the spot. 

Make a strong impression 
during your interview by 
bringing some relevant writ¬ 


ing samples you can provide 
as needed. If your work has 
been published online, this 
is a great way to underscore 
your past experience and 
success. 

If you don’t have any pub¬ 
lished work online, starting 
a blog or personal website 
to showcase your writing is a 
great way to get started. 

Tip: An organization’s so¬ 
cial media profiles will use 
specific language, phrasing 
and tone. Make sure you 
understand these features 
and can replicate them with 
ease.

Sowing the seeds of doubt

A lot of folks, on both sides 
of the consumer/automaker 
fence, don’t think this elec¬ 
tric-vehicle thing has legs. 
Many automakers are send¬ 
ing mixed messages. Toyota 
has even announced that it’s 
done selling pure EVs. 

But you know what? New 
models keep showing up. 
The number of people buy¬ 
ing and considering them is 
rising. And EVs remain one 
surefire way for automakers 
to achieve the very strict fuel- 
efficiency regulations coming 
down the pike in the U.S. 

Net result: EVs have put 
down serious roots. So it’s 
time to think of them as less 
of a novelty and more as just 
another alternative that may 
or may not fit your lifestyle. 

When it launched the Leaf 
in 2011, Nissan went out of 
its way to make non-believers 


comfortable, with a modern 
(but not too space-shippy) 
exterior, and ride and hand¬ 
ling characteristics similar to 
what small-car drivers expect. 

Along the way, the com¬ 
pany added a new, lower- 
priced base model and re¬ 
duced prices across the board 
by $3,000. It also gave the 
Leaf a faster charger, which 
reduced 220-volt charge time 
to five hours from seven. 

It took awhile to gain 


traction, but Nissan has 
now sold more than 125,000 
Leafs around the world and 
is on pace to sell about 100 
a month in Canada, where 
Quebec is the best market by 
far. Alberta? Not so much. 

While recently testing a 
2015 model, I was again re¬ 
minded how normal this car 
feels. The only thing that 
separates it from similar gas- 
powered hatchbacks is its si¬ 
lent running and above-aver¬ 


age acceleration. The electric 
motor offers the equivalent 
of 107 horsepower, but the 
instant and full torque of 
electric propulsion translates 
into good jump whenever 
you hammer the go-pedal. 

Leaf drivers can even use 
the Internet or a smartphone 
to control air conditioning, 
set charging functions, and 
access data like the charge 
status of their rides. Like the 
Leaf itself, it’s the future.

A well-kept driveway will af¬ 
fect the appearance and pos¬ 
sibly even the value of your 
house, but asphalt doesn’t 
last forever. 

Water, salt, and leaking 
vehicle fluids can cause your 
driveway to crack, fade or 
soften over time. 

Sealing your driveway can 
help prevent these problems, 
but many people are hesitant 
because they’ve heard horror 
stories about unscrupulous 
contractors. 

“It’s a preventative meas¬ 
ure to maintain your prop¬ 
erty, the same way that you’d 
maintain your car or another 
part of your home,” says Des¬ 
mond Brown, a Royal LePage 
real estate salesperson and 
consultant for Canadian Tire. 
“When you see cracks, you 
have to get to them fairly 
quickly to stop the water 
from getting in.” 

There are several types 
of sealers available, most of 
which are an emulsion of dif¬ 
ferent ingredients that can 
include polymers, refined 
coal tar, asphalt, clay, or sand. 
Although some people prefer 
having it professionally in¬ 
stalled, it’s a relatively simple 
do-it-yourself job. 

As with any type of coat¬ 
ing, the quality of the fin¬ 
ished job depends on how 
well the surface is prepped. 
Use a broom to sweep away 
debris, and remove any weeds 
that have grown through the 
cracks. If there are stains on 
the asphalt, use degreaser to 
lift them off, and wash the 
driveway, preferably with a 
pressure washer. 

The sealant will fill very 
shallow cracks, but deeper 
ones should be packed and 
levelled off with a crack filler. 
Rubberized fillers are flexible 
and better able to withstand 
stress when the driveway ex-

• If a driveway is too 
cracked or is crumbling, 
sealing won’t help, and 
it needs to be repaved. 


pands or contracts with tem¬ 
perature changes. 

Once the driveway is 
prepped, the sealer can be ap¬ 
plied, which should be done 
on a diy day. Tackling one 
section at a time, pour sealer 
onto the surface and then 
spread it evenly with a roller. 
Alow it to diy and cure ac¬ 
cording to the directions. 

If you do get a professional 
to seal the surface, take the 
same care you would when 
hiring any other contractor, 
Brown says. This means not 
simply saying “yes” when 
someone knocks on the door 
and says he has some leftover 
sealer from a nearby job and 
will spread it on your drive¬ 
way at a bargain price. 

“If they’re doing a job 
down the street, go down and 
look at that job,” Brown says. 
“Look at other jobs they’ve 
done, not just recently, but a 
year or two back, and see how 
their work has held up. 

“Be veiy cautious; you 
have no idea who they are. 
Their product may be in¬ 
ferior, or diluted, or they’re 
trying to spread it as thin as 
possible. There are enough 
contractors out there who 
are reputable and will supply 
you with clients they’ve dealt 
with before you hire them.”
